Taft, to authorize the issuance of 
bonds to the extent of the latest es- 
timate of the cost of the 
canal. ‘This issue would be in lieu of 
that proposed in the rider to the 
Payne tariff bill (stricken out in the 
senate, authorizing the issuance of 
$40,000,000 in bonds to reimburse the 
general fund of the treasury for. the 
purchase of the canal property. 

This decision was reached today at a 
luncheon conference at the white 
house in which President Taft, Sena- 
tor Aldrich, Chairman Payne, of th 
house ways and means committee; Sec- 
retary of the Treasury MacVeagh and 
Assistant Secretary Norton  partic- 
ipated.

Not Violation of Interstate | 


‘Commerce Act. 


‘Commtatia Made Against Illi- 


nois Central for Allowances 
Made Warehouse Company 
for Compression of Cotton. 


Washington, July 15.—When dis- 
missing the case of the Merchants’ 
Cotton Press and Storage Company 
against the Illinois Central Railroad 
and the Memphis Warehouse Company 
today the interstate commerce c¢com- 
mission announced that no violation 
of the interstate commerce act can 
be predicted solely upon the fact that 
a carrier makes with one independent 
company a contract mere favorable 
than with another for a service which 
that carrier is bounl or unlertakes to 
perform. 

In this case complaint was made 
against the local rate of the Illinois 
Central of 20 cents per bale on cotton 
from Memphis to South Memphis, 
Tenn. (b), of the allowance: to a 
warehouse company of 50 cents per 
bale for compression of cotton at 
South Memphis, and (c) the allowance 
to the warehouse company of 10 cents 
per bale for switching and transfer to 
the warehouses of consignees in its 
plant. ‘ 
Neo Viotation of Act. 

The commission holds that the 20- 
cent local rate was waived in argu- 
ment; that the allowances were shown 
not to be excessive; that the allow- 
ances are made to cover the cost of 
service which the carriers may lawfu!l- 
ly perform for themselves or hire 
others to perform, and that neither 
unjust discrimination nor violation of 
the act to regulate commerce was dis- 
closed. 

In commenting upon the facts de- 
veloped at the hearing of the case, 
the commission says 

“A violation of the act is not estab- 
lished by merely showing that the 
owners of a majority of the stock of a 
corporation, which performs a certain 
service for a railroad at a compensa- 
tion involving no giore than a reasof- 
able profit, are also shippers of 
freight, tut it goes without saying 
neither carriers nor shippers can evade 
the prohibitions of the law by means 
of paper organization nar would the 
utmost good faith in the matter of in- 
corporation justify a relation which 
actually works out a violation of the 
statute. The commission has never 
hesitated to look through corporate 
forms and to examine the substance 
of transactions.”

Strike Is Marked by Bloodshed 
at Steel Plant—The Strikers 
Are in an Ugly Mood and 
Many Deputies Are on

Pittsburg, Pa., July 15.—Twelve per- 
sons were injured when members of 
the Pennsylvania state constabulary 
and steel strikers clashed a number of 
times today at the plant of the Pressed 
Steel Car Company, McKees Rocks. At 
least three of the injured are in a 
serious condition. 

Over a score of strikers and their 
sympathizers have been placed under 
arrest. 

Twenty additional state police were 
sent for, making’ a force of sixty-one. 
Over 200 deputies and special officers 
are on duty. ; 

Following the rioting and bloodshed 
last night and early this morning, the 
strikers congregated at the gates of 
the mill and at intervals would bom- 
bard the works with bricks. The police 
only shot over the heads of the strik- 
ere. 

The state police and several thou- 
sand strikers again clashed at the 
Pressed Steel Car Works at noon to- 
day. One trooper was seriously in- 
jured, and several other persons hurt. 
The strikers threw bricks at the police 
and fled when the constabulary fired 
a volley close to their heads. The 
mounted troopers then galloped into 
the crowd, arresting six of the strike 
leaders. 

26,000 Workmen on Strike. 

Between 25,000 and 30,000 workmen— 
coal miners, tin and sheet plate work- 
ers and various steel crafts—are out 
on strike throughout western Pennsy!l- 
vania, eastern Ohio and West Virginia.

Other grievances are the alleged vio- 
lation of the eight-hour workday, rec- 
ognition of organized labor, a contro- 
versy over the use of so-called “safety” 
powder for coal mine blasting, and 
better working conditions generally.

Isolated by natural barriers from those influences that make for the con- 
struction of.railroads and other facilities for transportation and communica- 
tion, the mountainous section of north Georgia has a more imminent and tan- 
fer | gible stake in good reads than any. other portion of the state. 

‘3 And yet, according to the testimony of President Sharp, of Young Har- 

ris college, published elsewhere, while The Constitution’s campaign for 
highway improvement has set at work aggressive forces in every other sec- 
tion of the state, the districts most pronouncedly needing good roads have 
been slowest in responding to the impulse of the movement. 

Progressive citizens in Towns, Fannin’ and Union counties have been 
agitating the issue, and as a result President Sharp hopes soon to effect 
@ mass meeting of the representatives of these counties, expressly to pro- 
mote road#uiding through that portion of mountainous Georgia. 

His plan is to employ convicts in the construction of a macadamised 
road connecting Blue Ridge, Blairsville, Young Harris and, eventually, 
Clayton. ‘ 

Such a thoroughfare would extend sixty-two miles and tap the Louisville 
and Nashville railroad on one side and the Southern on the other. 

Under present conditions mail is sometimes two days late reaching many 
communities in this area, access to the outer world is slow and uncertain, 
and industrial, agricultural and commercial development necessarily stunted 
and halted. 

What the numerous railroads are to the thickly settled counties in mid- 
dle and south Georgia, public thoroughfares are to the people in the sparse 
ly-settled mountain districts, where roads are built at great original expenge 
and maintained at abnormal cost. 

In the absence of passable highways and highways constructed with the 
aim of making connections, it is obvious that the inhabitants of these dis- 
tricts are at grievous disadvantage with the more fortunate localities of the 
state, being virtually shut off from many of the agencies and privileges of 
civilization and development. a 

Cooperation between these mountain counties would result in a contin- 
uous highway, largely mitigating this condition, and exerting a stimulating 
effect upon progress toward easier living environment and educational and 
industrial development. 

Prorating the expense of construction and maintenance between the 
counties would make the burden upon each relatively negligible. 

Certainly no more practical means offers of combatting the natural 
isolation that works to the detriment of this section in every conceivable 
respect. Any project aimed at this end must be viewed as an investment 
returning sure and large dividends.

If the house of representatives and the senate accept the favorable re- 
port of the special judiciary committee on a measure by Messrs. Fullbright 
of Burke and White of Screven, the Ancient and Destructive Order of Pis- 
tol Toters will find themselves against a new barrier in Georgia.

SENATE HOLDS © 
SHORT SESSION 


Bill Submitted Taking Off 
Limit of Legislative 
Sessions. 


In the short session of the senate com- 
mittee yesterday, reports were received 
from standing committees upon several 
important measures, and a few bills 
were read the first time. 

In one of the new bills submitted 
there is a proposal to take off the limit 
on the legislative sessions, the effect of 
which would be to let the legislature 
sit as long as it wanted to. 

This proposal is made in a bill by 
Senator Johnson, which provides for 
the repeal of paragraph 6, section 4, ar- 
ticle 3, of the constitution limiting the 
legislative session to fifty days. 

Senator Perry introduced a bill pro- 
viding that the grand jury for the 
spring term of court, in each county, 
shall fix the salaries of all county of- 
ficers, and that these salaries shall pre- 
vaii during their terms of office. 

Senator Perry also introduced a bill 
providing for an appeal to the supreme 
court by fast writ of error from inter- 
locutory decisions or orders of superior 
courts. 

Bille Favorably Reported. 

The senate general judiciary commit- 
tee submitted favorable reports on the 
bills proposing increases in the salaries 
of judges of the supreme court and 
court of appeals from $4,000 to $6,000. 
The house has voted against the bill to 
increase the salaries of the court of 
appeals judges. 

The committee on agriculture sub- 
mitted a favorable report on the new 
fame and fish law introduced at the 
instance of the Georgia Game and Fish 
Protective Association. 

The finance committee made a favor- 
able report to sit during vacation and 
investigate and report on needed re- 
vision of the state’s tax laws. 

The general judiciary committee made 
unfavorable reports on bills to require 
that executions be held in private, and 
to change the commissions now paid to 
county treasurers.

Had Adopted Rule to Prevent 
Members Giving Interviews 
on Matters Pending Before 
the Commission. 


The McLendon investigating commit- 
tee which has been holding two sessions 
a day since the beginning of the week, 
adjourned yesterday until Monday

Adjournment was taken until that 
time at the request of Chairman Mc-

committee readily acceded to his re- 
quest, as there was no desire to put 
any undue tax upon his energies, and 
after a brief examination of Commis- 
sioners George Hillyer and Warner Hill, 


it adjourned. 

No facts of any special interest or im- 
portance were brought out at the brief 
hearing, excepting it was shown that 
certain rules had been adopted by. the 
commission to prevent any member of it 
from giving out interviews or express- 
ing public opinions on any matters 
pending before the commission, and it 
was intimated that these rules were 
aimed at the chairman. 

Judge Hillyer also drew a distinction 
between the free inspection trip over 
the Atlanta and Northern railroad, and 
that over the Atlanta and West Point. 


Rules Against Talking. 

When the committee met at 10 o’clock, 
W. H. Terrell appeared and wanted to 
testify with reference to the-cases he 
had made before the commission 
against the Georgia Railway and Elece 
tric Company. ‘The committee will hear 
from him Monday. 

Judge Hillyer went back on the stand 
and stated that it was not a special 
committee, but the standing committee 
of the commission, to which the letter 
of Governor Smith relative to port 
rates, was referred. The report on thi. 
letter had been delayed, he said. be- 
cause of the pending Beck & Gregg and 
McCord-Stcwart cases. 

“Did the commission take any action 
with reference to Chairman McLendon 
giving out interviews or letters to the 
papers relative to matters pending be- 
fore the commisison?’

House Passes Free Trans- 
portation Bill. 


To Include Employees of Sani- 
tary and Waterworks De- 
partments---Anti-Tuberculosis 
Bill of Dr. Brown Beaten by 
Lack Constitutional Majority. 


The house of representatives struck 
a steady pace yesterday morning, from 
which it did not vary during the day, 
and when the hour of adjournment had 
been reached, had passed a number of 
bills. Several measures were of general 
interest, and, in addition, 4 dozen or 
more local bills were passed. 
Toward the close of the session, Joe 
Hill Hall, of, Bibb, appeared on the 
floor, having returned from California, 
where he went to attend to legal busi- 
ness. He was immediately surrounded 
by a number of colleagues, who wel- 
comed him back. There were many 
numerous references to the constitu- 
tional thunderbolts which the states- 
man from Bibb has brought back in 

s grip. 
— coiani approved the bill allow- 
ing street railways to grant free 
transportation to policemen and fire- | 
men, but extended the provisions of the 
bill as reported by the committee s0 as 
to include employees of the water-~- 
works and sanitary departments of 
cities. Speeches on the floor pointed 
out that these men were also valued 
defenders of the city’s health and wel- 
fare, and should be allowed to receive 
this courtesy if the railways were in- 
clined to extend it. 
The anti-tuberculosis bills of Dr. 
Rrown. of Fulton, failed for want of 
a constitutional majority. When the 
anti-expectorant bill failed by 5 votes 
of receiving the requisite number to 
permit its passage, the other bill to 
regulate the barber’s trade was tabled 
by one of the framers of the bill. 
A bill to deter foreign insurance 
companies from removing cases to the 
federal courts on penalty of forfeiting 
their charters was passed, after a brief 
struggle, The movers explained that 
the bill was intended to put foreign 
companies doing business in the state 
on the same basis as local insurance 
companies.

The house also passed the 
trading stamp bill, by I13 to 9, 
Mr. Lewis of Hancock sought to have | 
the house reconsider !ts action of Wed- 
nesday in voting down the Dill to 
permit juries in criminal casés to 
assess punishment as well as declare 
the guilt or innocence of the accused. 
The house overwhelmingly voted down 
the motion to reconsider. 
A resolution expressing the felicity 
of the house in the birth of a son and 
heir to Representative and Mrs. Wal- 
lace B. Pierce, of Richmond, wad in* 
troduced by Mr. Bull of Fannin.

His analysis of the pend- 
ing bills, section by section, was a 
merciless exposure of their insidious 
powers and dangers.

about 4,000 students, and its main- 
tenance fund is $1,200,000 a year. The 
University of Georgia has in its vari- 
ous branches 3,600 young men and 
women, and we ask you gentlemen of 
the general assembly for $285,000.” 

Thus briefly Chancellor David C. 
Barrow, of the University of Georgia, 
drew the sharp contrast between the 
meager demands of the higher educa- 
tional institutions supported by Geor- 
gia, as compared with what other 
states are devoting for this use. 

At the hearing before the appropria- 
tions committee of the house, Chan- 
cellor Barrow spoke for the whole state 
university system, and summed up the 
needs of all. He made an earnest and 
powerful plea for the 3,660 ambitious 
young Georgie boys and girls who are 
now laying the foundation for their 
future -success in the institutions sup- 
ported by the state. 

In discussing one item in the sched- 
ule of appropriations asked, that of 
$15,000 to install.a heating system, he 
said the boys in the dormitory are 
carrying the coal up to their rooms to- 
day and bullding fires, just as they 
have, been for the past 100 years. He 
thoufht a modern heating system 
would make the building safer. 

Ex-Governor Henry D. McDaniel in- 
troduced the representatives of the 
state educational institutions, acting 
for the board of trustees. Among those 
who appeared before the committee 
were Colonel W:; BEB. Simmons, of the 
board of trustees; President A. M. 
Soule, of the State Agricultural dol- 
lege; K. G. Matheson, of the Georgia 
School of Technology; President M. M. 
Parks, of the Georgia Normal and 
Industrial institute, at Milledgeville, 
and H. H. Caébaniss, of the board of 
trustees of that institution; President 
CC. Branson, of the State Norma! 
school, and President R. G. Glenn, of 
the North Georgia Agricultural col- 
lege, at Dahlonega.

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COTTON CLOSED WEAK 
20 TO 28 POINTS DOWN 


Market Opened Easy at a De- 
cline, Then Rallied, but 
Became Weak. 


New York, July 15.—The reactionary 
movement continued the cotton mar- 
ket today, as a result of further real- 
izing or liquidation, and the close was 
weak at*a net decline of 20 to 28 
points. 

The market opened easy, at a de- 
cline of 6 to 17 points and sold 14 to 
17 points net lower right after the call 
under liquidation and the real bear 
pressure, which was promoted by ex- 
pectations of a break in the Texas 
drought and easier late cables. There 
was good buying at the decline, and 
with the western belt forecast holding 
out no prospect for immediate rains 
in Texas beyond showers in the north- 
west, prices rallied during the late 
forenoon within 6 or 7 points of last 
night’s finals, only to weaken again 
under a selling for long account, and 
private wires from New Orleans re- 
porting that the wind had shifted in 
@ manner to suggest a breaking of the 
Texas drought before the end of the 
week. The market reached the lowest 
point of the day during the last few 
minutes and closed without any rally. 
Some of the largest spot interests were 
selling during the day and it was re- 
ported that the interior was offering 
new crops mofe freely at the 12 cents 
el.

MADE STOCK MARKET 


Most of Dealings Were in That 
Steck---The Movements of 
Morgan Discussed. 


New York, July 16.—United States 
Steel practically made the stock mar- 
ket today. A large proportion of the 
total dealings was in that one stock, 
and such activity and strength ase there: 
were in other stocks were almost whol- 
ly in sympathy with the movement in 
it. There was explicit information 
from wholly trustworthy sources, of 
the healthy improvement in progress 
in the tron and steel trade. While this 
news. buttressed United States Stee) 
and gave material aid to the conduc- 
tors of the stock market' campaign in 
this stock, he. price movemen was a 
triumph of adroit and resourceful] man- 
agement as well. All the accredited 
organs of the steel trade spoke, with- 
out reserve, of the more cheerful tone 
that provided the whole trade and the 
details of condition were “<onvincing 
on this point. Makers are refraining 
from accepting orders further ahead at 
present prices, and increased prices are 
demanded for early deliveries on old 
orders. The advance in the price of 
bars, plates and shapes by some of the 
independent steel companies is believed 
to presage an advance by the prinei- 
pal producers. The pig iron output of 
the United States Steel Corperation 
was pronounced to be on an unprece- 
dented scale. Estimates were current 
of the probable showing of earnings 
of the corporation for the second quar- 
ter of the year, which will be an- 
nounced at the meeting of directors on 
the last Tuesday of the present month. 
Preliminary estimates On this point 
have usually proved nearly accurate, 
and the ‘flattering intimations current 
today were of material influence in 
strengthening the stock. The departure 
of J. P. Morgan, from England, yester- 
day on his return for New York, Was 
used with great effect by the bulls on 
the stock, notwithstanding the protes- 
tations of Mr. Morgan’s associate that 
his return at this time was in accord- 
ance with previous plans. Professional] 
operators in stocks asserted that a re- 
turn on a ship not hitherto known as 
one of Mr. Morgan’s favorites, must 
be regarded as indicating some urgency 
in the voyage. The *exercise of Mr. 
Morgan’s influence tn favor of a lib- 
éral dividend policy with regard to 
United States steel on previous occa- 
sions was pointed out. It was sug- 
gested, also, that the terms of the pro- 
posed listing of United States steel on 
the Paris bourse and the price for the 
stock when French bankers were in- 
terested in that stock warrantd a sup- 
position of early increase in the divi- 
dend on the stock. On the purely pro- 
fessional side admiration was aroused 
by the skill with which the stock has 
been handled in the neighborhood of 70, 
which apparently was a critical point 
in the upward movement. The caution 
with which the price approached that 
figure, the enormous sales brought out 
as soon as it had reached it, and the 
timidity, now believed to. have been 
feigned, with which the bulls retreated 
in face of this flood of selling. made 
the bears bold in selling short on a 
large scale in the neighborhood of 
that figure.

First Advances 2 Cents, Then 
Drops Nearly 7 Cents. 
Corn Weak. 


Chicago, July 15.—Wheat for July de- 
livery performed a lofty tumble act on 
the board of trade today, first advanc- 
ing 2 cents above the high record mark 
for the season, established on the pre- 
ceding session, and then dropping 
nearly 7 cents. The best mark reached 
today was $1.28. At the close the price 
was %@3% below the final figures of 
the previous day. Corn and oats were 
weak, buc provisions were firm. 

The setting of the new high mark for 
Jply wheat was accomplished on jnitia!l 
transactions, opening quotations rang- 


ing from $1.276% to $1.27. A number of 


belated shorts were anxious bidders at 
the start, and this caused the fresh ad- 
vance. Distant deliveries, however, 
were not disposed to follow the lead 
of the current month, and opened weak 
at declines of a shade to 4%@%*%. The 
heavines of the deferred m@gnths was 
due to more favorable weather condi- 
tions in the west and southwest, the 
weather map showing no rain except 
a few scattered showe@rs. The forecast 
also was for a continuance of generally 
clear weather. The demand for the July 
option was satisfied early in the day, 
and when it became evident that some 
of the big holders were taking profits, 
there was considerable realizing by 
smaller longs. This resulted in a steady 
falling off in prices. As trading pro- 
gressed, bearish sentiment was aug- 
mented by a severe slump in the price 
of cash wheat at southwestern markets, 
particularly at St. Louls. where a break 
of 7 to 8 cents was recorded. The weak- 
ness of the cash grain in the southwest 
was due to increased arrivals of new 
wheat, total receipts at the leading cen- 
ters being 154,000, compared with 66,000 
bushels the corresponding day last 
week. The low point for July—s8!.22% 
—was reached late in the day, and al- 
though the price rallied more than ! 
cent, sentiment in the pit was decid- 
edly bearish at the close, witA July at 
$1.23%. September closed |%@2c be- 
low yesterday’s final figures at $!.10%. 

Increased sales by country dealers, 
Slack shipping demand from the east 
and favorable crop reports prompted 
persistent selling of corr which re- 
sulted in a weak market throughout the 
entire day. During the day July sold 
between 71%@72%. The market closed 
weak with prices % to %@! below the 
previous close, with July at 7!%. 

Resuming of harvest operations in 
Tilinois and Iowa, owing to improved 
weather conditions, inspired free sell- 
ing of oats throughout the entire ses- 
sion, and caused considerable weakness. 
A decline:of ! cent in the price of cash 
grain helped to depress the options. 
The market closed weak with prices %, 
to %@% lower. 

Provisions were firm all day becausé 
of a !0c advance in live hogs. Local 
péckers and shorts were the best buy- 
ers. Pricés at the close were !U0c lower 
to ISc higher.
